Communications Intelligence Board Executive Committee considered reference

enclosed with reference (a) be deleted.

Hie Executive Committee therefore also recommends that reference (a), 
together with USCIBEC^ general comments thereon as indicated in 
paragraphs 1 and 2 above and the vote sheet comments of the members of 
USCIB as set forth in reference (c), be considered in connection with 
item 2 of the agenda of the 109th meeting of USCIB scheduled for 1000 
Tuesday, 26 October 1954.
